preed on by the Osage Indians, with Ma- 
ojtJF*.

J. States, we are ifdebted to the polite- 
ness of a mniuiryjfriend from Ft.

The Osages agree to cede to the United 


States, a strip of land, about twenty-five 
>r thirty rniTes wide, extending along the 
Southern border of their country, adjoin- 
ng the Cherokee country, which yill be 
amply sufficient, we understand, to satis- 
y the latter natiofl. In consideration of 
this cession, the U. States agree (t pay 
them an annuity of $20,000, for some 
twenty or twenty-live years, to be expen- 
ded for their benefit as the President may 
direct* also* $10,000 for the manufacture
